The  Nauset  Indians  were  the  original  inhabitants  of  the  area  and  many 
of  our  streets  are  named  for  their  leaders.  First  Encounter  Beach,  located 
on  Cape  Cod  Bay  is  so  named  because  it  was  the  site  of  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Pilgrims  and  the  Nausets. 

Eastham  was  settled  in  1644  by  Pilgrims  dissatisfied  with  the  poor 
quality  of  the  lands  granted  to  them  in  Plymouth.  Fishermen,  asparagus, 
turnip  and  even  salt  farmers,  writers,  artists  and  merchants  have  been 
making  Eastham  their  home  ever  since. 

Eastham  residents  have  much  to  be  proud  of  when  it  comes  to  their 
town.  The  National  Seashore,  of  which  Eastham  is  considered  to  be  the 
"Gateway",  is  but  one.  The  Windmill,  located  in  the  center  of  town,  was 
built  in  Plymouth  around  1680,  moved  to  Truro  in  the  1770s  and  then, 
finally,  to  Eastham  in  1808.  Lovingly  restored  and  maintained,  it  is  both 
the  oldest  and  last  working  gristmill  on  Cape  Cod.  The  Historic  District, 
located  across  the  street  from  the  National  Seashore  Visitor  Center  and 
including  the  yellow  School  House  Museum,  boasts  nine  homes,  dating 
as  far  back  as  1765.  Other  landmarks  are  the  Captain  Penniman  House, 
located  in  the  scenic  Fort  Hill  area,  Doane  Rock,  found  on  the  way  to 
Coast  Guard  Beach,  and  the  Target  Ship,  seen  from  various  points  along 
Bridge  Road  as  it  rests  permanently  in  Cape  Cod  Bay. 

Scenic  stops  within  town  borders  include  Nauset  Lighthouse  (pictured 
above),  standing  vigilantly  on  the  dunes  overlooking  the  Atlantic  Ocean; 
the  Red  Maple  Swamp,  located  in  the  National  Seashore;  the  Three 
Sisters  Lighthouses;  the  former  Coast  Guard  Station;  and  the  naturally 
beautiful  views  found  at  our  ponds,  marshlands  and  beaches. 

The  Cape  Cod  Rail  Trail  runs  the  length  of  town.  Running  a parallel 
course  to  Route  6,  it  provides  easy  access  to  all  of  the  town's  delights  by 
this  different  mode  of  transportation. 

Residents  have  loved  their  town  with  a variety  of  businesses  as  well. 
Quaint  inns,  cozy  cottages,  modern  motels  and  even  campsites  all  lie 
within  easy  distance  of  shops,  restaurants  and  service  trades. 

Discover  why  coming  to  the  "Outer  Cape"  need  not  make  you  feel  like 
you're  on  the  outskirts  of  the  world.

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TOWN  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  ON: 


SHELLFISHING 

Permits  are  required  for  all  shellfishing  and  taking  of  worms  and  are  available 
at  the  Natural  Resources  Dept,  office.  Salt  Pond  and  Salt  Pond  River  are  open 
Sundays  only— the  schedule  of  tides  is  available  when  you  obtain  your  permit. 
Other  shellfishing  areas  are  open  daily  from  one-half  hour  before  sunrise  to 
one-half  hour  after  sunset.  Areas  which  are  closed  to  shellfishing  and  a 
complete  list  of  shellfishing  regulations  are  available  at  the  Department  of 
Public  Works/Natural  Resources  Facility  on  Old  Orchard  Road. 

MOTOR  BOATS 

Motor  boats  used  on  fresh  water  ponds  are  subject  to  annual  inspection. 
Inspection  Sat.  9:00AM  to  noon  at  the  Natural  Resources  Dept.  Maximum 
horsepower,  3,  except  Great  Pond,  50.  Waterskiing  on  Great  Pond  only  on  even 
numbered  days.  A "spotter"  is  required  for  boats  towing  a skier.  Jet  skis  are  not 
permitted  on  fresh  water  ponds.  Other  regulations  posted  at  Great  Pond. 

MOORINGS 

All  moorings  shall  be  registered  annually  with  the  Natural  Resources  Depart- 
ment. Applications  for  mooring  permits  and  a complete  set  of  regulations  are 
available  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works/Natural  Resources  Facility. 

OFF-ROAD  VEHICLES 

No  off-road  use  permitted  on  Eastham  beaches  including  the  National 
Seashore. 


BEACH  PARKING 

Stickers  or  daily  rates  apply  for  parking  at  Town-owned  beaches  on  Cape  Cod 
Bay  or  fresh  water  ponds.  Daily  fees  may  be  paid  directly  at  the  beach.  Stickers 
are  available  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works/Natural  Resources  Facility 
9AM  to  4PM  Mon.  - Sat.  from  Memorial  Day  weekend  through  Labor  Day 
weekend. 


BEACH  REGULATIONS 

Beach  officials  must  be  obeyed  in  the  enforcement  of  the  beach  rules  and 
regulations  including  the  following: 

1.  Alcoholic  beverages  are  not  permitted  on  beaches  or  parking  lots  at  any  time. 

2.  Littering  or  discarding  refuse  on  the  beaches  or  landings  is  prohibited.  No 
household  garbage  shall  be  deposited  in  beach  receptacles. 

3.  Beach  parties  after  7PM  require  a permit  obtained  from  the  Chief  of  Police. 

4.  NO  DOGS  allowed  on  any  town  beach  during  the  summer  season. 

5.  Picking  of  marsh  plants  and  other  vegetation  is  prohibited. 

A complete  list  of  beach  regulations  is  available  from  the  beach  attendants,  at 
the  Town  Hall  or  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works/Natural  Resources  Facility.

Stickers  or  coupons  available  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works/Natural 
Resources  Facility  9AM  to  4PM,  Mon.  - Sat.  from  Memorial  Day  weekend 
through  Labor  Day  weekend.  Other  times  they  may  be  obtained  at  the  Landfill. 
Landfill  is  open  five  days  a week  Sat.  - Wed.,  excluding  holidays,  7:30AM  to 
4PM.  Recycling  is  required  for  glass,  newspapers,  tin,  compost,  and  encouraged 
for  motor  oil.

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A BIT  OF  HISTORY  ABOUT  EASTHAM 


Welcome  to  our  town!  Eastham  is  located  on  the  lower  part  of  the  Cape, 
bounded  by  Cape  Cod  Bay  to  the  West  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean  to  the  East. 

Eastham  was  settled  in  1644  by  Pilgrims  who  had  been  dissatisfied  with  the 
poor  soil  and  small  land  grants  accorded  them  in  the  colony  of  Plymouth,  across 
the  bay.  Before  Eastham  became  an  established  town  in  1651,  it  had  been  part 
of  the  Nauset  Indian  Territory.  We  have  many  streets  and  ponds  named  after 
prominent  Chiefs  of  the  Territory. 

"First  Encounter  Beach"  on  the  bayside  was  so  named  for  a hunting 
expedition  made  up  of  men  from  the  Mayflower— their  sturdy  ship  had  dropped 
anchor  in  Cape  Cod  Bay,  and  as  the  men  came  ashore  they  first  encountered 
Indians. 

As  one  drives  through  Eastham  (on  Route  6),  the  Grist  Mill  is  much  in 
evidence  directly  across  from  the  Town  Hall.  Built  around  1793  in  Plymouth,  it 
had  been  ferried  across  the  bay  to  Truro  and  finally  arrived  in  Eastham  in  1793. 
Today  it  is  the  oldest  wind-driven  grist  mill  on  the  Cape.  In  a small  cemetery  not 
far  from  the  Grist  Mill,  called  the  Cove  Cemetery,  three  of  the  original 
Mayflower  passengers  are  buried. 

A third  of  Eastham  is  "the  gate"  to  the  National  Seashore— which  was 
created  in  the  1960s  to  protect  the  coastline  from  random  construction  and  to 
preserve  its  dunes  and  shores  from  wind  and  surf  erosion.  Where  the  National 
Seashore's  Visitor  Center  now  stands,  with  its  magnificent  view  of  the  Salt  Pond 
below  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean  beyond,  once  had  been  an  eighteen  hole  golf 
course.  The  beautiful  view  must  have  been  a bit  of  a distraction  to  the  players! 

Just  opposite  the  Visitor  Center  is  the  Old  Schoolhouse  Museum.  Dating 
back  to  1869,  it  had  been  a one-room  schoolhouse  for  the  town  of  Eastham,  with 
one  entrance  for  the  boys  and  one  entrance  for  the  girls.  Painted  yellow,  it  is 
very  easily  seen  and  outside  the  school  a pair  of  whale  jawbones  prominently 
displayed,  huge  and  white  in  color,  seem  to  be  on  guard. 

Eastham  is  fortunate  in  having  two  ocean  beaches,  Coast  Guard  Beach  and 
Nauset  Light  Beach.  Located  adjacent  to  the  beach  is  the  Nauset  Lighthouse, 
sister  to  the  lighthouse  in  Chatham.  This  one,  dismantled  in  Chatham  and 
rebuilt  in  1923  at  Nauset  Beach,  is  a favorite  of  photographers. 

One  of  Eastham' s earlier  prominent  residents  was  Edward  Penniman, 
captain  of  several  whaling  vessels.  He’d  put  to  sea  at  an  early  age,  but  upon 
retirement  returned  to  Eastham.  In  1867  he  built  a massive  yellow  Victorian 
house  on  a knoll  overlooking  the  Atlantic  Ocean  in  the  Fort  Hill  section  of 
Eastham.  This  area  is  now  included  in  the  National  Seashore  and  many  of  the 
artifacts  Penniman  brought  for  his  home  are  now  on  display  at  the  Visitor 
Center  Museum. 

Eastham  enjoyed  an  incidental  "claim  to  fame"  from  the  ending  of  the  19th 
century  until  the  1920s,  as  "The  Asparagus  Capital."  Its  sandy  fields  provided 
excellent  growing  conditions  for  crops  to  be  sent  to  markets  in  Boston  and 
New  York. 

Hopefully  this  brief  historical  account  of  Eastham  will  give  you  a favorable 
impression  of  our  interesting  town.

President  John  F.  Kennedy  signed  a bill  on  August  7,  1961  making  the  Cape 
Cod  National  Seashore  a reality.  The  Seashore  includes  approximately 
27,000  acres  of  uplands  in  six  towns— Chatham,  Orleans,  EASTHAM, 
Wellfleet,  Truro,  and  Provincetown.  The  work  of  the  Cape  Cod  National 
Seashore  involves  conservation  and  preservation  of  the  magnificent  natural 
surroundings  of  the  Cape  as  well  as  highlighting  certain  natural  and 
historical  sites  for  the  enjoyment  of  visitors.  The  Cape  Cod  National 
Seashore  offers  visitors  approximately  30  miles  of  the  finest  seashore  on 
the  Atlantic  Coast. 

SALT  POND  VISITOR  CENTER,  Eastham,  located  off  Route  6,  is  the 
nucleus  of  the  National  Seashore  and  offers  an  orientation  film,  exhibits  on 
Cape  Cod  human  and  natural  history,  and  a bookstore.  For  current 
information  call:  255-3421. 

A Variety  of  Unique  Features  of  the  Seashore  in  Eastham  Includes: 

Walking— Self-guiding  trails  include  Nauset  Marsh,  Buttonbush  (special 
text  in  braille),  Fort  Hill  (a  favorite  for  bird  watchers  and  nature 
photographers)  and  the  Red  Maple  Swamp.  Park  trails  in  several  locations 
have  been  surfaced  to  accommodate  wheelchairs.  These  include  the  Doane 
Rock  area  which  contains  a Vz  mile  loop  trail  and  accessible  rest  rooms  and 
picnic  sites. 

Biking— A beautiful  bike  path  from  the  Salt  Pond  Visitor  Center  directly  to 
Coast  Guard  Beach. 

Historic  Features— Penniman  House,  Indian  Rock,  Doane  Homesite, 
Nauset  Light,  and  Three  Sisters  Lighthouses. 

Overlooks— Fort  Hill,  Salt  Pond  Visitor  Center  and  Nauset  Light  Beach. 

BEACHES— Coast  Guard  Beach— off  Route  6 at  the  Salt  Pond  Visitor 
Center— follow  Nauset  Road  and  Doane  Road  to  the  beach.  [Parking  during 
the  summer  season  is  nearby  the  beach  and  accessible  via  shuttle  bus,  trail 
or  bike.)  Nauset  Light  Beach— off  Route  6,  turn  right  onto  Brackett  Road 
and  follow  Cable  Road  to  the  beach.  Both  have  swimming  areas  with 
lifeguards  on  duty  during  the  summer  season. 

Programs— Day  and  evening  programs  are  available  in  the  summer  and 
on  a reduced  schedule  the  remaining  part  of  the  year  at  the  Salt  Pond 
Visitor  Center.

To  the  early  settlers  all  over  New  England  mills  were  of  great 
importance.  This  was  especially  true  on  Cape  Cod,  known  for 
many  years  as  the  "breadbasket  of  Plimoth."  Tide  mills,  water 
mills  and,  in  particular,  wind  mills  proliferated  on  Cape  Cod. 
Millwrights  were  scarce  and  records  of  their  work  scarcer  yet.  The 
first  known  wind  mill  was  built  in  Watertown  in  the  1630s,  a post 
mill,  it  was  moved  to  Boston  neck  after  only  a few  years. 
Eastham's  windmill  is  a smock  mill  of  an  English/French  style 
most  probably  built  by  Thomas  Paine  (of  Eastham)  in  the  early 
1680s.  He  was  active  at  that  period,  building  mills  in  Barnstable, 
Sandwich,  Eastham  and  other  parts.  Our  mill  is  believed  by  local 
legend  to  have  been  built  in  Plymouth  at  that  time  and  sub- 
sequently moved  to  Truro  (1770s)  and  once  again  in  1793  to 
Eastham.  Ed  Milliken,  who  did  extensive  restoration  in  the  1960s 
found  evidence  that  the  mill  has  indeed  been  dismantled  twice. 

The  mill  was  moved  to  its  present  site  about  1808  when  the  miller, 
Seth  Knowles,  sold  the  land  by  the  Salt  Pond  where  the  mill  was 
located  and  removed  the  mill,  without  dismantling  it,  to  its 
present  site.  As  a comment,  the  Eastham  Windmill  is  the  only 
Cape  Cod  windmill  still  on  a working  site,  the  others  all  having 
been  moved  in  order  to  preserve  them.  The  windmill  green  was 
where  local  farmers  came  for  grist  and  meal  and  whatever  local 
gossip  or  news  was  to  be  had.  Today's  visitors  get  gossip,  news, 

stories,  meal;  and,  thanks  to  the 


generosity  of  many  people  who 
love  Eastham,  our  mill  is  restored 
and  back  in  good  working  order. 
With  care  the  old  mill  will 
provide  a focus  for  many  more 
generations  of  Eastham  residents 
and  their  visitors.  Open  10  a.m.-

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EASTHAM  MUSEUMS 


THE  OLD  SCHOOLHOUSE  MUSEUM  is  located  on  Nauset  Road 
across  from  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore  Visitor  Center.  It  is  housed 
in  a one-room  schoolhouse  built  in  1869.  The  remaining  one  of  the  three 
schoolhouses  consolidated  on  that  site  in  1906  and  it  served  the  town 
until  1936.  The  museum  displays  objects  from  various  facets  of  the 
town's  history  including  farming,  shipwrecks,  the  Life  Saving  Service, 
the  school  and  daily  life  in  the  town. 

THE  SWIFT-DALEY  HOUSE  is  located  on  Route  6 next  to  the  Post 
Office.  Built  in  1741,  its  bowed  roof  is  typical  of  early  houses  built  by 
ship's  carpenters.  The  wide  board  floors,  deep  kitchen  fireplace  and 
narrow  stairways  are  other  features  of  18th  century  houses.  The  house  is 
completely  furnished,  and  its  collections  include  examples  of  period 
clothing,  china,  Indian  artifacts,  quilts  and  household  equipment. 

THE  TOOL  MUSEUM  is  located  behind  the  Swift-Daley  House.  It 
displays  hundreds  of  tools,  many  unusual  and  unique  to  this  part  of  the 
country.  On  the  same  site  is  the  DILL  BEACH  SHACK,  a survivor  of 
the  1978  storm  that  ravaged  the  spit  south  of  the  Coast  Guard  Station. 

Eastham 's  museums  are  open  Monday  through  Friday  in  July  and 
August.  Saturdays  only  in  September.  Hours  1-4  p.m. 


THE  EASTHAM  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

Eastham  is  one  of  the  oldest  towns  in  the  Commonwealth.  Three  'Old 
Comers',  or  passengers  on  the  Mayflower,  were  among  its  earliest 
families.  Founded  in  1953  to  preserve  that  long  and  varied  history  and  its 
artifacts,  the  Society  acquired  historically  important  collections  through 
the  generosity  of  Eastham  residents  and  visitors.  These  collections  are 
housed  in  the  three  museums  described  above.  All  are  open  to  the  public 
during  summer  months. 

The  Society  also  conducts  an  active  year-round  program— a summer  book 
sale,  an  antique  show,  a Christmas  sing  on  the  Windmill  Green  or  in  the 
Library  (co-sponsored  with  the  Friends  of  the  Eastham  Public  Library),  a 
fall  Pot  Luck  Supper,  a January  lecture  and  a quarterly  newsletter. 

Publications  include  the  Cape  Cod  Library  of  History  and  Genealogy, 
Alice  Lowe's  history  of  Eastham  and  two  Cemetery  Books  which  give  a 
complete,  indexed  listing  of  all  the  graves  in  Eastham' s four  cemeteries— 
Evergreen,  Congregational  and  Soldiers,  Bridge  Road,  and  Cove  Burying 
Ground.

The  library  houses  30,000  volumes  and  both 
PC  and  Macintosh  computers  including 
Internet  access.  Books  on  cassette,  videos, 
puzzles,  large  print  books,  toys,  periodicals, 
and  more  await  visitors  to  the  library. 
Genealogy  enthusiasts  from  all  over  the  country  have  been  helped  by  volunteers 
from  the  Historical  Society.  The  Historical  Society  also  provides  assistance  by 
appointment  in  the  Vivian  Andrist  Archives.  Investors  will  find  VALUE  LINE 
and  MORNINGSTAR  guides.  A copier,  FAX  machine,  passes  to  local  museums, 
and  cassette  players  are  also  available  at  the  library. 


Summer  events  for  children  of  all  ages  and  the  July  Friends  of  the  Library  book, 
bake  and  plant  sale  supplement  year-round  storytime  programs,  an  annual  carol 
sing  and  February's  Love  Your  Library  Day. 


Established  in  1878,  the  present  library  was  built  in  1897  and  renovated  in  1987- 
88.  This  centennial  year  features  events  of  all  kinds  for  young  and  old!  Visitors 
to  Eastham  are  welcome  to  use  the  library  and  to  register  for  a CLAMS  card 
which  provides  access  to  virtually  all  libraries  on  the  Cape  and  Islands. 

The  Eastham  Library  has  the  second  highest  per 
capita  circulation  on  Cape  Cod.  It  has  grown 
from  13,295  in  1970  to  43,527  in  1980  to  89,282 
in  1997.

A WALK  AROUND 

THE  OLD  TOWN  CENTRE  HISTORIC  DISTRICT 

Start  at  the  Salt  Pond  Visitor  Center  of  the  Cape  Cod  National  Seashore.  Directly 
opposite,  with  the  Whalebones,  is  the  Schoolhouse  Museum,  1869.  Next  to  that  is 
the  full  Cape  Bertha  Keefe  House  c.  1828.  Cross  Route  6 at  the  lights,  on  your  right 
is  The  Over  Look  Inn,  a Oueen  Anne  Victorian  built  in  1869.  At  the  corner  of  Route 
6 and  Salt  Pond  Road  is  the  Old  Town  Hall  (1851).  Continue  on  Salt  Pond  Road,  the 
Joseph  Cobb  1848  Greek  Revival  House  is  on  your  left.  The  old  town  pump  and 
watering  trough  is  situated  at  the  fork.  On  your  right  is  the  Knowles  Doane  House, 
1765,  a fine  half  Cape  house;  opposite  is  the  Philander  Shaw  House,  a 1795  full 
Cape,  and  directly  across  is  the  Captain  Savage  House,  1850,  a Greek  Revival  with 
beautiful  gardens.  Continue  up  Locust  Road,  at  the  top  of  the  hill  on  your  right  is 
the  full  Cape  Moore  House  (1820),  next  to  it  the  Barnabus  Chipman  House  (Greek 
Revival),  and  directly  opposite  the  John  Knowles  House.  Turn  left  onto  Mill  Road,  a 
few  hundred  yards  on  your  left  is  the  Truesdale  Fife  House.  Go  up  the  hill  to  the 
Windmill  where  during  summer  months  the  Town  Miller  grinds  corn.  Turn  left  on 
Depot  Road  and  left  on  Route  6.  A hundred  yards  down  is  the  1823  Sullivan  House 
and  cottage.  A beautiful  view  of  Salt  Pond  and  Nauset  Inlet  is  visible  at  this  point. 
Continue  a little  way  on  Route  6 to  the  John  Sparrow  House  (1823)  and  the  Jesse 
Collins  Federal  Style  House  on  the  corner  of  Locust  Road.  Continue  to  the  traffic 
lights  on  Route  6 and  cross  back  to  the  Salt  Pond  Visitor  Center.

WALKING  TRAILS  IN  EASTHAM 

Eastham  abounds  with  walking  trails.  We  have  trails  in  three  conservation 
areas.  Wiley  Park,  Cottontail  Acres  and  the  Lamont-Smith  land.  The  latter  trails 
can  be  extended  to  the  bike-rail  trail  and  the  other  trails  offer  scenic  views  of 
four  ponds.  All  three  conservation  areas  can  be  intertwined  in  a variety  of 
ways.  See  centerfold  map. 

We  also  have  National  Park  self-guided  trails,  such  as  Fort  Hill,  Red  Maple 
Swamp,  Nauset  Marsh,  Buttonbush,  which  was  designed  for  the  blind  and 
wheelchair  accessible  trails  from  Doane  Rock  picnic  area.  There  are  other 
choices  for  extended  walks,  beyond  the  one  to  one  and  one-half  miles,  for  the 
more  adventurous  walkers.
